Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have already been 
addressed in Final Office Action and the responses may be summarized as follows: 

1 . Foladare does not disclose that a user will send unique ID and password twice to an authorization server. Examiner has pointed out that 
one ordinarily skilled in the art would have applied Foladare's system - of receiving unique ID/password/transaction information from a 
merchant through one communication channel, then switching to a different, wireless channel to contact user and obtain user 
ID/Password for authorization - to a system of improved transaction authorization, wherein the user him/herself would have to provide 
ID/password twice through two different communication channels, in order to further prevent electronic transaction fraud. 

2. Foladare does not disclose specific accounting methods for maintaining a user's account up-to-date. However it would have been 
inherent for Foladare's system to have the accounting methods recited by Applicant in claims 3 and 5, in order for the authorization of 
transactions to be authorized, recorded, and the user's account properly maintained.. 
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
